WASHINGTON, D. C., March 3.— 
Because farmers’ co-operative mar- 
keting organizations protested to 
congress against the schemes recom- 
mended by hig farm commission, 
President Coolidge is angry. He 
blames this interference, in part, for 
the defeat of the farm legislation 
which his own hand-picked commis- 
sion prepared at the last moment for 
the approval ofthe house and senate. 
He puts part of the blame, also, on 
the middlemen, who, he thinks, have 
used farmers as a false front for their 
own opposition to any change in pres- 
ent arrangements. 

The farmers’ co-operatives reply 
that the white house remedies were 
big business proposals that would 
have left them worse off than at pres- 
ent, and were a pretext for refusal 
to consider genuine help.

Now 
that Coolidge’s Wall Street backers 
are forced to bow. to Russia, Cool- 
idge is about to enforce a new policy. 

Hoover Stole Fisheries. 

The forced resignation of Hughes, 
however, does not mean that Coolidge 
and his gang have changed their opin- 
ions of Communism. Herbert Hoover, 
who was caught using his govern- 
ment’s position to turn Alaskan sal- 
mon fisheries over to capitalists, and 
grafting on the government in numer- 
ous ways, remains as the strong man 
of the cabinet despite his record as 
a red baiter who circulated and man- 
ufactured lieing documents about 
Soviet Russia. 

Coolidge’s new private secretary, 
former Representative Sanders, came 
to the notice of Coolidge and his capi- 
talist owners when Sanders aided in 
breaking the railway shopmen’s 
strike, and worked against legisla- 
tion aimed to abolish the tool of the 
railroad magnates—the railroad labor 
board. 

Weeks in Shoals Scandal. 

The new Secretary of Agriculture 
Jardin has a record of opposition to 
farmers’ co-operatives, unless they 
are controlled by bankers. He is well- 
known as a labor hater. 

Secretary of War Weeks has his 
finger in the new Muscle Shoals scan- 
dal, Weeks backed the Underwood 
bill turning Muscle Shoals over to 
private interests, and induced the 
senate and house conference to so 
amend the bill as to give electrical in- 
terests in New York a freer hand to 
exploit the $150,000,000 government 
project. Secretary-of the Navy Wil- 
bur, who took exception to Coolidge’s 
“Nigger baiting” attitude toward 
southern Negroes, may be forced to 
resign for that reason, but Wilbur 
has tried to make good to the finan- 
ciers, by advocating a bigger navy 
with which better to protect their 
property. Coolidge has approved 
Harding’s policy of declaring that the 
Negroes must not expect. social 
equality. 

Owned by Standard OW. 

Harlan F. Stone, the former Colum- 
bia university law dean, who came in- 
to prominence as a lawyer for the 
J. P. Morgan and J. D. Rockefeller 
mining and oil interests has been 
elevated to the United States supreme 


court. 

Stone is there expected to see to it 
chat all legislation which tmproves 
ihe conditions of the workers, or 
gives women and children toiling in 
industry a chance for a better exist- 
ence fs declared unconstitutional. 

Charles Warren, who has been ap- 
pointed by Coolidge to replace Stone 
as attorney general, is a prominent 
member of the sugar trust, and will 
not push “anti-trust” ‘legislation. 

It’s a Millionaire’s Cabinet. 

Another millionaire capitalist who 
will remain in the cabinet is Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Andrew J. Mel- 
lon, who has endeared himself to 
the hearts of the financiers by lower- 
ing the income tax on large incomes. 
Mellon has beén frequently embar- 
rassed by his connection with the 
Teapot Dome oil scandal and his 
name has often been mentioned in 
liquor frauds. 

The people who came to Washing- 
ton to witness Coolidge’s inaugura- 
tion, are mostly bankers and employ- 
ers who feel that since Coolidge is 
protecting their interests they have 
a personal interest in the govern- 
ment. 

Charles G. Dawes, the well-known 
banker, who will be sworn in as vice- 
president, has as his guests a crowd 
of bankers, manufacturers and pluto- 
crats. Dawes, who was comptroller 
under President McKinley, has form- 
ally “resigned” his bank'ng connec- 
tions, but retained his stock in the 
banks and industries in which he is 
interested. 

Big Welcome to Dawes, 

Dawes, who lends his name to the 
plan of the J: P. Morgan company, 
which has already enslaved the Ger- 
man workers and put a collar of gold 
around the necks of the workers of 
France, Belgium and to some extent, 
England, was met at the tram by a 
committee of bankers. This commit- 
tee was called the “citizens’ inaugu- 
ral committee” and included Edward 
Clifford, former assistant secretary of 
the treasury, and James B. Reynolds, 
the millionaire banker of Washington. 

Among the Dawes’ party are Will- 
iam G. Edens, vice-president of the 
Central Trust company of Chicago, 
bosom friend of Dawes; Joseph F. 
Otis, manufacturer, and George A. 
Paddock of the American legion. 
These rich friends of Dawes are 
boosting him as the next republican 
candidate for president.

Textile Kings Also Have “Culture” 


(Continued from page 1.) 
tal. All except the éftizens of one 
walled capital were slaves to the Ro- 
man aegis. They were, for the most 
part, happy slaves, under well ordered 
and equally established governments. 
Most of them did. not know that they 
were paying tribute. They prospered 
under Roman rule. There were years 
on years of peace. There were thou- 
sands on thousands of paved roads 
established to circle the world and 
rie. each village commerce. The 
conquered slaves of Gaul and Africa 
and Britain were hardly conscious 
, that these same roads carried from 

them, each individually, a tax that 
| freéd the Roman citizen from labor, 
'and enabled him to live in luxury that 
knew no toil. 
| “The Roman empire fell, largely 
because luxury was followed by the 
| usual decadence and emasculation of 
strength that a surfeit of luxury 
_brings. For more than a thousand 
‘years afterward the western world 
| lived comparatively free, each man.-in 
_it paying taxes only for his own bene- 
fit—only to the government that gave 
‘him law and order. And then, sud- 


denly, all Europe enslaved itself once 
more. 
“This time it was conquered, not 


only by war, but thru a need for gold. 
Every government in Europe mort- 
gaged the labor of its citizens for 
|scores of years in order to obtain 
gold in exchange. It sold the labor of 
children yet unborn. And one nation, 
which had the gold to lend, conquer- 
ed the world just as surely as the 
Roman citizens conquered it. it se- 
cured hundreds of millions of will- 
ing slaves who must yleld up, each 
one every year, a certain tribute. 

“That nation is, of course, the Unit- 
ed States.” 


No Question of Ethics. 

Mr. Dakin hastens a few lines later 
to exclaim: 

“Do not imagine that there is any 
question of right or wrong in this dis- 
cussion. Such a question belongs in 
a study of ethics, and concerns nei- 
ther the historian nor the economist.” 

And then he goes on to explain the 
contemplated future path of Ameri- 
can finance-capital in seizing posses- 
sion of all the industries of all the na- 
tions of Europe with one exception. 
It is a lyrical version of the Dawes’ 
plan, stripped of the little Hel and 
Maria’s caution and showing, at the 
towering pinacle of the oligarchy it 
seeks to build, not an aggregation of 
several “victorious” nations, but the 
single corpulent figure of American 
finance capital. 

But Dakin’s dream-lyric depends 
for its logic upon his claim that thru 
the vast Wall Street plan attached 
to the name of Dawes, European capi- 
talist production can be restored, with 
only the difference that the “bonded 
Slaves” of all Europe (except Rus- 
sia) will pass under the rule of Ameri- 
can finance-capital. And another 
thing: He thinks with something like 
“the fair happiness and peaceful pros- 
perity of the Roman conquered.” 

Reveals Plans of Bosses. 

And still another thing. We are in- 
terested in this avid reader of “The 
Decline and Fall of the Roman Em- 
pire” only to the extent that his voice 
from the textile section of Wall Street 
tells something of the bosses’ plans in 
regard to labor. Any claim to scienti- 
fic forecast by this man is voided by 
| his naive assumption that the. com- 
| ing second world war is not going to 
occur and that capitalism can recon- 
‘cile its contradictions, to say noth- 
ing of his childish belief that there 
is no limit to'capitalism’s market for 
its surplus. But his “science” of an- 
j}clent Roman analogy shows thru its 
| crevices the Wall Street outlook on 
| the labor question. It is the outlook 
| which seeks to accomplish in America 
|the corruption of labor with ‘the su- 
| per profits of imperialism. In 1920, 
in a preface to an edition of his book 
«Tm perialism,” Lenin described the 
process: 
| “It is easy to perceive that from 
|such a large additional profit (for it 
is received in addition to the profit 
which the capitalists extract from the 
workers of ‘their own’ countries), la- 
bor leaders and the upper strata of 


|the workers’ aristocracy can be 
‘| bribed. So the capitalists of the ‘pro- 
gressive’ countries bribe them by a 


thousand different means, direct and 
indirect, open "and secret.” 
Now to return from Comrade Lenin 


to Mr. Dakin. Mr. Dakin’s capitalist- 
| imperialist heaven in which he says 
|Our invested captial will bring us, 
individually, more tribue than the 
armies of Ceaser and Crassus and 
Pompey could ever have brought to 
the seven hills,” is to have many de. 
lectable means for bribing an wpper 


| Stratum of labor aristocracy. He does 


— 


/ 


not make a distinction between a 
small section of corrupted labor aris- 
tocracy and the “properly proletarian 
lower stratum,” as the more honest 
versions of the plan have done. He 
ignores both the general fact that the 
real prdletariat of America would 
sink into worse misery and the speci- 
fic fact that at ‘this moment his gang 
is engaged in lowering the average 
wage in the textile industry to about 
$16 a week. Ignoring the fact that 
the real proletarian masses would al- 
80 be “bonded slaves,” Mr. Dakin 
says: 

“Nothing, indeed, seems more cer- 
tain thah that the next few years will 
bring to this country the anomaly of 
high wages, together with relatively 
low commodity prices tn general and 
high interest rates. The result, of 
course, will be an extraordinary pros- 
perity among the working masses— 
the labor classes in general. Sharp 
division between capital and labor 
will disappear.” And then he goes on 
to list all the devices for corruption 
of labor that capitalism has in its 
bag. Except that he makes no allow- 
ance for the Gomperism of the pres- 
ent—apparently even that kind of un- 
ionism is to be dispensed with in fa- 
vor of outright company-unions. 


Rauds “Company Unions.” 

On company unions Mr. Dakin 
banks high. Altho he does not use 
the slogan, “Let the superintendent be 
your labor leader,” it is, evident that 
that is what he has in mind when he 
recites the company wnion plan. 

Even more he seems to rely upon 
the.“labor bank” as a means of cor- 
rupting the labor ranks; tho how they 
can continue to exist without the 
Gompers kind of unions he does not 
say. 

But with keenest delight this Wall 
Street boy pounces upon the incident 
of Warren Stone’s seab coal mine: 

“At least one labor union owns and 
manages some coal mines of its own 
~—a management fraught with much 
present sorrow, but alSo much healthy 
capitalistic education. Today, in New 
York, organized labor is planning to 
use its combined capitalistic resqurc- 
es to erect large apartment houses for 
the workers and eliminate the slums. 
Capital, in various methods of médern 
management and programs for profit 
sharing, is joining hands with labor; 
labor, as it amasses the resources of 
individual members, is entering the 
realm of capital.”

Several members call- 
ed the speaker a liar and demanded 
proof of his charges. The only proof 
he coul dadvance was that the Com- 
munists wanted industrial unionism. 


No Stranger to Crime. 

Jensen’s attacks on Foster and Ru- 
thenberg for getting into the toils of 
the government brought forth inter- 
esting comment from the members. 
They pointed out that ‘Harry is no 
stranger to police cells, but he was 
never arrested or convicted for politi- 
cal offenses. His relations with the 
courts were for entirely different rea- 
sons. 

After Jensen raved for one hour 
Nels, Kjar, one ‘of the expelled mem- 
bers had something to say. He show- 
ed that he and his comraces did not 
have a fair trial and that Jensen lied 
when he stated that Kjar and the 
other expelled members were fighting 
against the union. “We admit to fight- 
ing against the labor fakers” said 
Kjar. 

Jensen was nally forced to get 
down off his hn horse. If he was 
have a fair trial he would see that 
they got one, he said. Somebody pro- 
posed that the local take some action 
to satisfy the curious and suggested 
that a committee of five be elected 
to investigate the matter.

The huge amounts of money spent by’ 
the Coolidge administration on prep- 
aration for war have been revealed in 
the aircraft investigation conducted 
by a congressional committee. The 
airship Shenandoah cost $2,950,000.
